allecedly destroyed under an alleged regulation. Strav/denaan ini'ormed me tliey destroy

You indicate obtaining similar P3I records rolatinr; to the dissident press, but 
you say so littlo about them I do not know tlie extent of your interest or knowledge. 

If you intend going farthur with tlie FBI perhaps I can bo of help. I have discovered 
how tho FBI liidos such ombarrassing records and can avoid tliom on search. Wot all, of 
course, ^ou undoubtedly got copies fi*oia 100 iind/or 105 files, pjrliapo some 62a# But 
such records are also hidden as "Hesaarch l*atters'* at Fjj.IIBii and "LaboiTatoiy Bosearch 
Matters" in tho field offices# Along v/ith lobbying^i lorJdjig, etc# 

If you arc not av/ore of it, Ober had to lu-.vc CIA during the V/atergate up- 
heavals, I think going to HSA and I believe ifith his staff. I wonder also if with 
some files, v/hich thus would not show on oven a real CIA search, something I imagine 

might be possible but linvo never seen or seen evidence of. Thoir domostic-intelli- 

gence and other activities I believe in violation ofuthe first omendnent have not 
all reached public attention, ilor have sone of the covers tliey used. 

If your interest e:cten<:^ to book publisliing, I liavo reason to believe that the 
CIA also had an anti-publishing operation and I have some promising and rather pro- 
vocative loads. 

If you are interested in F-jI ourvoilloncos of the dissident press, I believ.;.* you 
ought to know tliat tliey hide them iWid avoid search for tliem by cl^sifying tliem as
